“We continued back to the Haupt- 
mann home,” the trooper said after 
he told how Inspector John A. Lyons, 
commanding the undercover squad of 
the New York police, joined the party 
of officers and their prisoner. — 

Q. Did he make any explanation of 
the $20 gold certificate? 

A. He stated the bill was the last 
of $300 in gold certificates he had had 
in his possession during the past few 
years. 

Q. Was he asked if he had any 
more? 

A. He stated he did not have any 
more, but he had 8120 in gold pieces 
at home in a strong box.

The attorney-general apparently 
concurred in this. 

Lieutenant Governor Walter Wel- 
ford, non-partisan league ally, who 
would become chief executive in the 
event of Moodie’s disqualifitation, said 
he would proceed in an orderly legal 
manner to assume the office. 

The resolution as adopted in the 
house charged Governor Moodie with 
“crime. corrupt conduct, malfeasance 
and misdemeanors in office” but did 
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not specify the violations. 

The league majority, with sufficient 
votes previously pl to carry out 
its impeachment plan, charged Moodie 
was not a citizen of the United States 
and that he failed to meet the state 
constitutional requirement that a can- 
didate for governor be a resident of 
North Dakota five years prior to his 
election.

Deficit of $1,992.58 Shown 
for Year’s Operations in 
Annual Report. 


A total of 500 cases were handled 
by the Child Welfare Association of 
Fulton and DeKalb counties during 
1934 at a cost of $46,275.22, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the organi- 
zation, submitted to the board of direc- 
tors. 

The association received $44,282.64 
from Fulton county and from private 
gift funds 3 e year, leaving a 
deficit of $1,992.58, the annual report 
discloses. 

Of the 509 children received as 
cases in 1934, 382 were white and 127 
negro, according to Mrs, Frank 
Neely, vice president of the associa- 
tion. Of 348 cases remaining under 
the supervision of the agency at the 
close of the year 26 were in the home 
of the child’s parents, 57 in the home 
of relatives other than parents, seven 
were in institutions, 21 in boarding 
schools and 232 in foster homes. 

Analysis of the number of children 
in foster homes reveals 56 in free 
foster homes, 19 in adoption homes, 
150 in boarding homes and seven self- 
supporting. 

There were 77 children in Hillside 
Cottages on January 1, 1934, Mrs. 
Neely said. Of that number, 46 were 
dismissed during the year and 42 oth- 
ers placed in the institution. 

The association helped every child 
that came within its supervision dur- 
ing the year, Miss Dorothy Crounse, 
executive secretary, reported to the 
directors.

They learned she was in town. They 
had been searching for her as an ac- 


cessory. 

Completely unsuspecting, she led de- 
tectives shadowing her to the gang, 
one by one.

She was first trailed to a mid-town 
hotel. There Farrell and Gale were 
picked up, unarmed. They made no 
attempt at resistance. 

Then the agents followed Mary to 
Legenza, who with Mais, had shot his 
way out of the Richmond jail last 
September 29, killing a policeman and 
wounding two others. He was in a 
hospital undergoing treatment for two 
fractured legs—broken as he jumped 
down an embankment to escape Phila- 
delphia police on December 14. 

Ma@y was trailed again. This time 
she led her shadowers to Mais’ apart- 
ment. Scores of officers surrounded 
the apartment and the street in which 
it was located. Fay's men burst in, 
covered him with their guns before he 
could grab for a weapon near him. 

The woman was trailed because she 
was suspected by federal agents of 
knowing something of the escape of 
Mais and Legenza. The guns with 
which they shot their way out of jail 
had been sent to them in “canned 
chicken” tins. They had been con- 
victed for slaying. a truck driver in a 
federal reserve bank holdup. 

To the “Tri-State” gang the federal 
agents attributed many crimes—Fay 
said he was “morally certain” they 
were connected with the abduction 
last November in Philadelphia of Wil- 
liam Weiss. Although an $8,000 ran.

The Weiss kidnaping was followed 
by a $48,000 holdup of the Philadel- 
phia Electric Company office, in which 
50 employes were lined up, and the 
gang was also sought in connection 
with this case.

Women 
and children were among 
carried salvaged household in 
buckets, tubs and boxes, and cooked 
their meals by bonfire. 

Of the 200 camps in the area, more 
than 50 had been destroyed by roving 
bands of natives, estimated to total 
300 men. 

It started when new laws clashed 
with old customs—a state tax on tra- 
ditionally-free trapping lands. Involv- 
ed. are 90, acres of desolate 
swamps and stagnant bayous, which 
were placed under a federal sequestra- 
tor last November. 

A hundred deputy marshals were 
massed in the parish today, under 
command of Sidney Freudenstein, 
chief of the New rleans bureau. 
Many were sent out into the bayous 
in luggers and speedboats,- heavily 
armed and carrying warrants charg- 
Ing contempt of federal court and in- 
terference with federal officers, to be 
served on the trouble-makers. 

The swamps are only 30 miles be- 
low New Orleans, but the natives are 
generally untouched by a century of 
progress. They are hardy, clannish 
folk, scions of early French and Span- 
ish settlers, with their own strange 
languages and a common antipathy 
for strangers. They inhabit the

THE SECURITY PROGRAM 

The program of social security 
for the unemployed, the aged, 
mothers and unfortunate children 
outlined by President Roosevelt in 
his message to congress seeks, in 
the president’s words, 'the estab- 
lishment of sound means toward a 
greater future economic security of 
the American people.” 

The president emphasizes that 
the program must, in the very na- 
ture of things, be considered as a 
starting point in the progress to- 
ward the achievement of the ob- 
jective sought, to be amended and 
broadened as experience proves 
necessary. 5 

In emphasizing the necessity of 
careful progress in the institution 
of the security program, the presi- 
dent says: 

It is overwhelmingly important to 
avoid any danger of pérmanently dis- 
crediting the sound and necessary 
policy of federal legislation for eco- 
nomic security by attempting to ap- 
ply it on too ambitious a scale be- 
fore actual experience has provided 
guidance for the permanently ‘safe di- 
rection of such efforts. 

The place of such a fundamental 
in our future civilization is too pre- 
carious to be jeopardized now by ex-

The president points out that “a 
movement to make international 
justice practicable and serviceable

this period in international relation- 
ships, when every act is of mo- 
ment to the future of world peace, 
the United States has an opportu- 
nity once more to throw its weight 
into the scale in favor of peace.” 
The fight to have this country 
Join the World Court has been 
long and earnestly fought. It has 
gone on unremittingly since 1921, 
when a letter from the secretary- 
general of the League of Nations to 
the American secretary of state in- 
vited this nation to become a mem- 
ber of the court. Two years later 
both President Harding and Secre- 
tary of State Hughes recommended 
adherence. The house voted favor- 
ably in 1925, and the senate in 
1926, although with five reserva- 
tions.’ In the same year the first 
conference of signatories to the 
court approved these reservations. 
In 1929 three protocols for the 
adherence of the United States were 
prepared by the court, and were 
later presented by President Hoover 
to the senate for ratification. In

„All students,” the committee 
agreed, “should be treated alike as re- 
gards scholarships, grants-in-aid, loans 
and jobs. We believe that this his- 
toric attitude is sound and that ath- 
letes themselves would benefit greatly 
if all institutions would receive and 
treat them exactly as all other stu- 
dents. We recognize that this situa- 
tion is an ideal rather than a reality. 


We have no desire to fix the blame 
for the present deplorable situation in 
the recruiting of athletes* and their 
subsidization,. nor do we intend to go 
on a muck-raking expedition to dis- 
cover individual offenders against the 
idea we have announced.” 

President Charles J. Turck, of Cen- 
tre college, Danville; Ky., chairman of 
the committee, said the group that in- 
cluded seven other leading college of- 
ficials would continue its effort to 
eliminate offensive recruiting by cen- 
tering its attention on certain com- 
petitive areas.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 18.— 0 
— N ringmaster of the fa- 

ous “aeria circus” at Southern 
Methodist University, is coming back 
to the scenes of his student triumphs 
as head football coach at Vanderbilt 
University. 

He wired Chancellor James H. 
Kirkland late today from Dallas that 
he accepted Vanderbilt’s offer to sue- 
ceed the veteran Dan McGugin, who 
quit his active coaching duties at the 
end of the past season to devote his 
full time to the post of athletic di- 
rector. 

Neither Morrison’s salary nor the 
length of his contract was announced. 
It was understood, however, that he 
will receive an annual stipend of $10.- 
000. He will bring one assistant, 
Russell MacIntosh, from . 
The new coach is expected in Nash- 
ville early next month to take over 
spring practice. 

HAPPY TO ACCEPT. 


“Happy to accept invitation to 
work with you. Best wishes,” Morri- 
son wired Chancellor Kirkland, who 
said he was pleased that the matter 
had been settled after six weeks of 
uncertainty. : 

Morrison, a native of Mackenzie, 
Tenn., and quarterback on the Yan- 
derbilt team from 1908 through 1911, 
has been at S. M. U. since 1922. 


The Mustangs’ many intersectional 
contests under Morrison won them 
recognition as a team not only excel- 
lent in football prowess but with a 
touch of the spectacular which pleases 
crowds and fills stadiums. Morrison 
is generally considered an inventive, 
resourceful and unorthodox type of 
coach, 

He demonstrated the same charac- 
teristics when he was an All-Southern 
quarterback at Vanderbilt, and a few 
years ago he was chosen as the quar- 
terback of the “all-time all-star” Van- 
derbilt eleven. 

Upon graduation, Morrison became 
athletic director and teacher at 
Branham and Hughes Military Acad- 
emy. In 1916, he went to S. M. U. 
to assume the enormous task of teach- 
ing mathematics, coaching football, 
basketball, baseball and track, serv- 
ing as manager of all the teams and 
supervising the physical training of 
all men and women in the school. 

DURING WAR. 

During the World War, Morrison 
went to Fort Oglethorpe, in 1917, 
and in 1918 came to Vanderbilt as 
football coach and Y. M. C. A. see- 
retary. When Dan MeGugin returned 
the following year. Morrison went to 
the Gulf Coast Military Academy as 
athletic director. Moving to Dallas 
in 1920, he was freshman coach two 
years before becoming head football 
coach in 1922. 

Since then, stressing the forward 
pass, the Mustangs have conquered 
such intersectional rivals as. Navy, 
Fordham, Syracuse and Indiana, and 
always have been stellar gate attrac- 
tians wherever they play. 


Morrison Dealt 


‘Death’ in Air. 

DALLAS, Texas, Jan. 18.— 090 — 
Mild-mannered Ray Morrison, who 
accepted an offer from his Alma 
Mater, at Vanderbilt University today 
to succeed his old mentor, Dan Me- 
Gugin, as football coach, is perhaps 
the country’s leading exponent of 
passing. 

For the last 16 years he had 
taught his football tossing tricks to 
the Mustangs of Southern Methodist 
University: here, and his spectacular 
style of play has made them one of 
the country’s biggest drawing cards. 

Morrison was All-America quarter- 
back on the 1909 Vanderbilt team. 

His Methodists, traveling almost 
solely through the air lanes, were the 
first team to bring prestige to the 


Southwest conference, now one of the 
nation’s leading grid sections. 
Morrison, member of the national 
football rules committee of the na- 
tional collegiate athletic conference, 
first came to Southern Methodist in 
1915. With the exception of a pe- 


riod of a few years during the 
World War, he has retained the post. 

For the six years preceding 1930, 
his Mustangs went through four un- 
defeated seasons. In 1925 he started 
booking intersectional games and the 
fame of the Methodists spread quickly 
over the nation, 

During the past seasop the Meth- 
odists played a 14-to-14 tie with Huey 
Long’s Louisiana State Tigers; smoth- 
ered Fordham, 28 to 14, and then 
walloped the Oklahoma Aggies, 41 to 
0, and Washington University, 7 to 0.

Heart Attack 
Ends Career 
Of Jim Haygood 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 18.— 
(P)}—A heart attack suffered while 
visiting here today ended the career, 
of James R. Haygood, 54, who had 
devoted his life’ to football in the 
south for more than 30 years. 

At the time of his death, which oc- 
eurred suddenly at one of the city’s 
leading hotels, he was the devoted 
and popular head football coach at 
Southwestern University, Memphis, 
Tenn., where for the last four years 
he had directed athletics and turned 
out small but scrappy elevens who 
regularly challenged teams from much 
larger schools.

Retiring to his 
room, he went to bed and called a 
physician.

HEART ATTACK. 


Death was due to an acute attack 
of angina pectoris, the “doctor said. 
The county coroner, who was called 
to the hotel, confirmed this diagnosis. 

Notified of Haygood’s sudden death, 
the widow, the former Miss Lillian 
Strong, of Arkadelphia, Ark., rushed 
here by automobile, was later join- 
ed by other relatives who arranged 
for removal of the body to Arkadel- 
ee where Coach Haygood’s father, 
T. Haygood, lives.

Come Before League 


_ GENEVA, Jan. 18.—(#)—Interna- 
tional problems descended on the 
League of Nations today from points 


as widely separated as the free city of 
Danzig, Ethiopia, Albania and Poland. 


Nazi activities in Danzig, former 
German territory now under League 
control, presented an outstanding 
cause for concern, particularly since 
they came to Geneva’s attention so 
soon after Germany’s overwhelming 
victory in recovering the Saar basin 
territory.

Hungary contributed an echo of last 
month’s controversy with Yugoslavia 
in a report definitely disclaiming of- 
ficial responsibility for the plot. which 
resulted in the assassination King 
Alexander and Louis Barthou, the 
French foreign minister. 

A Greek protest against the treat- 
ment of Greek minorities in Albania 
was turned over to the World Court. 
The League requested an advisory 
opinion on whether Albania's closing 
of private schools attended by Greeks 
violates its pledges of protection for 
nén-nationals:

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—(4)—Predic- 
tions of the coldest weather yet this 
winter gave an upward trend to grain 
prices today, lifting wheat at one stage 
a cent a bushel. 

With almost the entire domestic 
wheat belt unprotected by a snow 
blanket, considerable anxiety as to 
likelihood of crop damage was mani- 
fest, but official forecasts indicated the 
cold wave would generally be preceded 
by snowfalls. Authoritative estimates 
suggesting an Argentine exportable 
wheat surplus 17,000,000 bushels less 
than recent government figures had 
some bullish effect. 

Wheat closed rervous, unchanged 
to 5-8 higher compared with yester- 
day’s finish, May 97 1-2 to 5-8, corn 
unchanged to 1-2 up, May 86 1-2 to 
5-8 oats at 1-8 decline to 1-8 advance, 
and provisions varying from 5 cents 
setback to 30 cents gain. 

Corn and oats largely took their 
cue from wheat action, despite much 
selling of corn against purchases of 
wheat. 

Provisions were responsive to firm- 
ness of grains. Hog price setbacks were 
generally regarded as only transient.

GAINS IN TRAD 

A review by Dun & Bradstreet, 
Inc., which said that records of trade 
gains are rising above the compara- 
tive periods as far back as 1930 with 
retail sales currently 5 to 30 per cent 
greater than in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1934. 

Washing machine production in 
1935 will exceed the 1,200,000 turn- 
over in 1934. 

After the meeting of the Western 
Retail Implement and Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association in Kansas City, the 
outlook for improved trade in 1935 
was reported the best in four years. 
In this connection the commerce de- 
partment today announced that the 
dollar volume of rural sales in 1934 
was 21 per cent greater than the 
preceding year. It is this pickup in 
rural. buying that has so increased 
the optimism of farm equipment 
makers, some of whom expect busi- 
ness this year to be 50 per cent 
greater than in 1934. 


GCLD DECISION AWAITED. 


With this background there is lit- 
tle wonder that optimism prevails. 
But just what the market will do is 
subject to worry about the gold 
clause. One broker said little change 
in either direction could be expected 
pending that decision. 

Today's market volume was only 
680,000 shares,. a drop of 60,000 from 
Thursday. The close was just about 
steady. The market moved over a 
very limited area during the five 
hours trading and only individual is- 
sues. stood out. One was Radio Pre- 
ferred A which jumped more than 
5 points and close to the record high 
made in 1928 when the corporation 
declared a dividend of $9.62 1-2 on 
the stock, clearing up arrearages which 
had piled up since the first quarter 
of 1932. The B preferred also jump- 
ed. Associated Dry Goeds also paid 
on arrearages on the first preferred 
stock and this issue moved sharply 
out of the narrow rut. 


8 | Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, Jan, 18.—Bank clear- 
ings again exceed by a large amount 
the record for the same week a year 
ago. The total for the 22 leading 
cities in the United States for the 
week ended Wednesday, January 16, 
as reported by Dun & Bradstreet, Inc.. 
was $5,696,360.000, as against $4.- 
183,092,000 for the corresponding week 
of 1934, an increase of 36.3 per cent. 
This contrasted with an increase of 
rr per cent in the previous week. 

At New York city, clearings were 
$3,975,138,000, or 44.2 per cent above 
the amount reported a year ago, while 
the aggregate for centers outside of 
New York of $1,721,222,000, was 20.7 
per cent higher. 

The increase was largely at New 
York, where operations in some of the 
speculative markets added materially 
to the total. Settlement continued 
heavier also at a number of the iarg- 
er centers outside of New York. With 
the increased amounts at New York 
city, Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago, 
the recent improvement has become 
well established. The total for the 
second week of January was above 
that for the opening week of the year 
by 8323. 420,000, whereas there was 
a reduction or 3211, 009,000 for the 
same two weeks a year ago. General- 
ly, clearings for the first week of Jan- 
uary are at the high point, or lose 
to the high point, of the year. In ad- 
dition to the cities mentioned above, 
clearings were quite a little heavier 
than a year ago at Pittsburgh, Buffalo, 
Detroit. Cleveland, Cincinnati. Kansas 
City, Baltimore, St. Louis, New Or- 
leans, Louisville, San Francisco and 
Portland.

Two weeks after they were married 
in York, S. C., Vaughn said, Reynolds 
separated from her and refused there- 
after to live with her or contribute to 
her support.
